she failed to show up for a rehearsal with Fred Astaire. 
Monday night, during a conference about her problems with 
i" her husband and advisers, she ran into a bathroom and 


slashed her throat with a broken glass. Her doctor said the 
wound is superficial.

An article in U. S. News & U'orld Report has summed 


up the available evidence and compressed it into a feature of 
uncommon interest and value. 
First of all, when it comes to arms, the Soviet bloc of 


nation* ia overwhelmingly ahead of the U. S. bloc. We can 
command 43 army divisions as against Russia's 170. We 
have 6.000 tanks and 1-1.000 combat aircraft as against her 
40.000 and 16.000 respectively. Of the traditional weapons, 
we are ahead only in naval craft—o46 to 427. However, 
U. S. News estimates, our atom bomb stockpile totals 400. ai. 
•gainst 25 for the communist world. 


But arms aren't the whole story. In the last war. for 


instance, we entered into hostilities at a terrific disadvan- 
tage in this department. Japan. Germany and Italy were all 
far ahead of us in the size and strength of e\. ery combat 
service. What told in the long run was our military poten- 
tial—which simply means the industrial capacity that can be 
applied to creating, arming, transporting and maintaining a 
great army, navy and air force. 


So, when the U. S- News compares the production power 


of the two worlds the picture becomes more encouraging. 
The U. S. bloc has an annual steel production capacity of 
144,000,000 tons: the Russian bloc has 30.000.000. Annual 
coal production on our side is 1,360.000.000 tons: Russia can 
count on 430.000.000. Electric power output per year runs 
690.000,000,000 kilowatt hours and 106.000.000.000 respec- 
tively. Oil comes to 3,089.000.000 barrels as against 299,- 
000,000. Rail mileage is 675,900. as opposed to 107,800. And
